the disconnection of Navigator will affect less than ten customers in
Kentucky.'he

Commission, having reviewed Windstream's notice and having been

otherwise sufficiently advised, HEREBY ORDERS that:

1. Navigator shall notify the Commission within seven calendar days of the

date of this Order of its intent to pay the delinquent bill to Windstream within ten days of

the date of this Order or, in the alternative, of its intent to notify its end-users (if any) of

the proposed service disconnection. Such written comments shall include a copy of

Navigator's customer notice and an affidavit indicating when the notice was mailed and

the number of Kentucky customers to whom it was mailed,

2. A copy of Windstream's notice of intent to disconnect Navigator is

attached hereto and incorporated herein.

Navigator, a carrier reselling local services from Windstream is no longer in business and has exited the
market. Navigator did not provide the required notice under its interconnection agreement with
